A concise explanation of the relevance of all 
patents, publications, or other information 
listed that is not in the English language is as 
follows : 

Two of the enclosed documents are PhD theses in 
German language. The thesis of Landschutze with 
the title ''Analyses concerning the influence of 
the acetyl-CoA synthesis and use in transgenic 
plants" concerns the modification of metabolic 
pathways in plant cells which use acetyl-CoA as a 
substrate. Using recombinant DNA technology the 
activity of mitochondrial citrate synthase was 
inhibited in potato plants. Furthermore, genes 
of the PHB synthesis pathway of Alcaligense 
eutrophus H16 were expressed in potato and 
tobacco plants. 

The thesis of Kuhn with the title 
"Characterization and localization of the sucrose 
transporter SUTl in Solanacea" describes the 
immunological localization of the sucrose 
transporter SUTl in potato, tomato and tobacco. 
Furthermore, this document describes the 
inhibition of the SUTl in transgenic potato 
plants by an antisense approach specifically in 
phloem cells using the rolC promoter. Also the 
phenotypic changes in such antisense plants are 
described. The plants were shown to have an 
increased content of sucrose, of starch and of 
hexose when compared to wild-type plants and 
cultivated under high intensities of light. 
However, when cultivated under low intensities of 
light these antisense plants show no changes with 
respect to the content of sugars when compared 
wild-type plants. Furthermore, transgenic tomato 
plants were produced in which the sucrose 
transporter SUTl was specifically inhibited in 
phloem cells using an antisense approach. The 
transgenic plants showed phenotypic changes in 
leave morphology and accumulation of starch in 
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source leave tissue after elongated periods of 
cultivation in the dark.
